It is desirable that tiie examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

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Applicants initiated the interview for the purpose of clarifying the rejections found in the 
prior Office Action (March 8, 2005), There is an alleged inconsistency in the claim rejections 
under the 35 U.S.C.§102 and the double patenting based on the Palese et al. reference U.S. Pat. 
No. 6,022,726. Claims having the specific limitations/mutations set out in claims 6 and 7 are not 
found in the cited patent, therefore, the claims were not included in the 35 U.S. C. §102 rejection 
or the double patenting rejection. Claim 60 should have been included in the in the 35 U.S. C. 
§102 rejection because a mutation forming a base pair association was found in the patent at the 
cited potions. Claims 57, 58 and 59 were properly included in the obvious-type Double 
Patenting rejection because the patent teaches the regions to which substitutions are limited to 
produce an attenuated structure. Limiting the claims to specific mutations would remove the 
Double Patenting rejection. Apphcant, however, is advised that any amendments beyond 
limiting the claims to the specific mutations disclosed in claims 6 and 7 would require further 
searching in the art and could result in the non-entry of any potential After Final amendment. 

The 35 U.S.C. §101 rejection of the Office Action (March 8, 2005) was also discussed. 
Indicating that the virus is isolated would remove the rejection.
